RAHMAN SEES 'BANGLADESHI NATIONALISM’ GAINING MOMENTUM

[Text] The Chairman of Bangladesh Nationalist Party (BNP), President 
Ziaur Rahman, said in Dacca on Monday a clash between "foreigniem" and 
"Bangladeshi nationalism" exists in the country and the latter is getting 
spontaneous acceptance by the people, reports BSS. 


"The successful implementation of the revolutionary programmes of the BNP 
was the most recent Proof that the freedom loving people of the country 
were in favour of ‘Bangladeshi nationalism'" President Zia said while 
inaugurating the central office of the BNB's youth wing Jatiyatabadi 
Jubodal near Jonaki Cinema hall in the afternoon. 


He held that the people of Bangladesh were always against foreignism and 
they proved it by rejecting those once again for the betterment of their 
soil. Emphasising the need for spreading the network of the Jubodal 
throughout the country, the BNP Chairman reminded the cadres of the 
organisation that the youths were the pioneers of all development activ- 
ities and vanguards of independence and sovereignty of a nation. 


He suggested the members of the organisation to induct honest sincere and 
dedicated youths from each and every village of the country and make the 
organisation an ideal one. In this context he said that the branches 

of the organisation should be set up in all the 68 thousand villages of 
the country within a shortest possible time so that it could emerge as 
the strongest and well-founded youth body. 


The BNP Chairman also said that the members of Jubodal must be "sincere, 
honest and dedicated to the ideals of the party."

"RESIDENT: DON'T IMPORT LOCALLY PRODUCIBLE TOOLS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 5 Aug 80 p 1 


[Text] President Ziaur Rahman on Monday directed all concerned minis- 
tries not to import under "any circumstance" any machinery, spares and 
accessories which could be manufactured in the country, reports BSS. 


The President gave the directive during an on the spot visit to Bangla- 
desh Machine Tools Factory (BMTF) and Bangladesh Diesel Plant (BDP) 
Joydevpur about 30 miles north east of Dacca. 


He was accompanied by the Deputy Prime Minister in charge of the b 
istry of Industries, Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed Information and Broadcasting 
Minister Mr Shamsi.l Huda Chowdhury Planning Minister Dr. Fasihuddin 
Mahtab and Agriculture Minister Mr Nurul Islam. 


Briefing newsmen later Monday night Mr Jamal Uddin Ahmed said that all 
the machinery required for the BMTF had already been installed and the 
factory is now ready for production as planned. 


Mr Ahmed said that the President had directed the Ministry of Indus- 
tries to produce all types of pumps required for deep and shallow tube 
wells needed for agriculture. 


The President has also directed that a minimum of 10,000 units of diesel 
engines of 5 Horse Power (HP) capacity should be produced annually so 
that those could be used in other fields besides agricultvre. 


The President has also directed that the factory should also produce 
adequate number of power tillers and small and medium-size tractors. 
The President the Deputy Prime Minister said, directed that the fac- 
tory should also produce all types of small machinery and tools re- 

quired for indigenous industry. 


President Zia instructed for producing spinning reeling and carding 
machines for textile industries immediately. In this context Mr Jama- 
luddin Ahmed said that the reeling and spinning machines produced ex- 
perimentaliy in the factory had already received approval of the 
Bangladewh Textile Mills Corporaticn. 
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The President during the visit also directed for manufacturing gear 
box and other accessories for trucks and buses ao that self-sufficiency 
could be achieved in these field by the end of next year, 


Besides, the President had formed a committee headed by the Minister 

of State for Industries and other concerned officiale to submit report 
within one month on the production potential of other emall and medium 
machinery and accessories which could be manufactured in this factory. 


The President has also directed for strengthening the training pro- 
grammes of workere and officiale of BMTF, Mr Ahmed said that the train- 
ing programme would be geared up to feed other industries by trained 
personnels with engineering backgrow | [rom this factory. 


About the performance of the BDP, the Deputy Prime Minister said that 
the President expressed satisfaction to know that 73 per cent of com- 
ponents of diesel engines were being manufactured in the plant. The 
President maintained that the BDP should be able to manufacture more 
powerful engines by the end of 1981. In this context the Deputy Prime 
Minister eaid, that the BDP was producing 5 HP engines now. 


However, the President directed that steps should be taken for produc- 
ing power genera*ing sete, marine engines and engines for buses and 
trucks. 


In the plant, Mr Ahmed eaid that the President had also instructed for 
accelerating the process of getting technical know-how and drawings and 
designe under West German cooperation. 


The Deputy Prime Minister said steps would be taken so that all types 
of engines ranging from 20 HP to 120 HP as well as two cylinders to six 
cylinders engines could be manufactured within the country by the end 
of 1981. 


This he observed in reply to a question would help save a huge foreign 
exchange resources of the country spent for import. 


During the vieit, the President went round the various sections of the 
two plants and reviewed performance of production and maintenances with 
the concerned officials.

AWAMI LEAGUE OFFICIAL LEAVES, SCORES PARTY

[Text] Mr Maizuddin Ahmed, President, Rokanpur Union Awami League 
(Malek) and a member of the executive committee of Dacca city unit 

of the party has resigned from both the poste in protest against what 
he said inclusion of “lumpens” and “criminals” in the city committee at 
ite recent council meeting. 


In a statement Mr Maizuddin Ahmed said that the “formation of the com- 
mittee at ite so-called council session of the Dacca city Awami League 
at Nawabpur on July 27 is undemocratic, illegal and unconstitutional ." 


He said that "Awami League is being turned into an organisation of the 
capitalists and bourgeoisie. Violating all the rules and procedures of 
the party the city AL committee was formed at the wishes of a certain 
capitalist. As per the party constitution an extended meeting or a 
subject committee is formed to discuss the panel but this time it was 
not done.” 


Mr Maizuddin said that the "prestige of the party was downgraded by mak- 
ing 4 person socially known as 4 lLumpen as the General Secretary as per 
whims of Mr Abdur Razzak. The committee was aleo formed against the 
wishes of the workers. The person who has been made the General Secre- 
tary of the committee was the person who came to be known among the peo- 
ple as a criminal when he created terror in a white jeep during Bangaban- 
dhu's period. The workers of Bangabandhu cannot support the idea that 
persons known as criminals should run the city Awami League and it should 
function under anybody's personal whims. 


Mr Maiguddin Ahmed further said that he had been working for 30 years 
with union and city Awami League as a follower of "Bangabandh:” and 
now resigning from the membership of the executive committee « the 
city Awami League and presidentship of the Rokanpur Union Awami League 
in protest against present situation in the party.

TRADE WITH USSR TO BE DOUBLED IN 5 YEARS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 4 Aug 80 p 16 


[Text] Commerce Minister Pranab Mukherjee attached great significance 
to the long-term trade agreement to be signed siortly between the two 
countries, reports UNI, 


in an interview to 4 Soviet magazine in connection with the ninth anni- 
vereary of the Indo-Soviet treaty Mr Mukherjee said that India's trade 
turnover with the USSR would be doubled in the next five years. 


He said that in the last 27 years Indo-Soviet trade developed at a fast 
rate, from Re 13 million to an estimated turnover of Re 20 billion in 
1980. 


Pointing out the qualitative changes in the trade between the two coun- 
tries, Mr Mukherjee said that while India exported to the USSR only one 
or two major agro commodities in the fifties, today it exported a wide 
variety of manufactured products like machine tools, components, equip- 
ment and machinery. The USSR had emerged ae the largest trading partner 
of India. 


Referring to the complementary nature of the economic relations between 
the two countries. Mr Mukherjee said that Soviet technical assistance 
had helped India to build up the country's industrial infrastructure 
and heavy industry base. 


"I do feel that Soviet assistance including space technology is vital 
to our economic development,” he said. 


He felt that there was great similarity between the economic planning of 
the two countries, particularly in the emphasis on the development of 
basic and heavy industries. 


Mr Mukherjee said that the Indo-Soviet treaty was the first of its 
kind India had entered into with any other country.

GANDHI WARNS PARTY AGAINST GROUP RIVALRIES

The Congress(1) high command will not tolerate any signature campaigns 
by party legislators against duly-elected leaders lest it should damage 
the credibility of the government after the recent mid-term elections. 


it will also come down heavily on those partymen who utilise the media 
of the presse to ventilate their grievances against the leadership. 


[f any group of legislators had grievances against a leader, it would 
have to seek remedies for these within the party forums and consistent 
with the overall discipline and integrity of the party. 


At the informal meeting of cabinet ministers and some party chief sinis- 
tere here on Saturday, the Prime Minister, Mre Indira Gandhi, is under- 
stood to have issued a stern warning against group rivalries in the 
party. 


State Leaders 


She pointed out how the Janata Party got a massive mandate from the 
people, but it had to bow out in disgrace because of internal squabbles. 
The Janata's dismal record in this respect should be a warning to Con- 
grese(l) men also. Unless they put their own house in order and main- 
tained strict discipline, they would not be able to do anything useful 
to the people at large, she pointed out. 


At this informal meeting, besides the cabinet ministers, chief minis- 
ters of UP, Gujarat, Rajasthan and Haryana were present. 


Mre Gandhi chose the opportunity to make her remarks about the neod 
for party discipline evidertly to scotch moves afoot in some of these 
states against the leadership. 
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High command sources recalled how even when the party was in power only 
in two atates=-Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka--it did not hesitate to 

enforce discipline, Towards this end, it went to the extreme length of 
dissolving the Karnataka PCC and taking action against Mr Devaraj Ure. 


High command sources said that the case of Andhra was different because 
the dewand for a change of leadership had been there long before the 
midterm poll for the assemblies. Even ao, no decision would be taken 
to change the leadere under pressure. 


These sources stressed all sections, ministerialiate and the dissidents, 
must work together. If the chief minister took any initiative to re- 
establish party unity, the dissidents would have to reciprocate. 


The question of a change of leadership having been left to Mre Gandhi 
and the high command, the dissidents should atop their agitation on the 
issue, including through the media of the presse. A senior leader said 
that it would be for the high command to decide the issue, including 
the manner and timing of it. 


The AICC observer, Mr Bhishma Narain Singh, is understood to have coun- 
selled both the warring groups to promote party unity and open a new 
chapter of cordial relations. He is not thinking of going to Hyderabad. 


Mre Indira Gandhi is unhappy with some of her party leaders, who have 
been finding fault with her government's performance, according to a 
former Congress general secretary and Union minister of state for ship- 
ping and transport, Mr Buta Singh. 


Mr Singh said the Prime Minister was unhappy with some of the party 
leaders “vying with the opposition to give air to the frustration being 
spread deliberately by vested interests regarding the much publicised law 
and order situation and unecrupulous propaganda of the deteriorating 
economic crisis." 


He maintained that "casual and irresponsible utterances” of certain 
Congress(I) leaders were causing indiscipline in the party and indirectly 
strengthening the forces which were trying to destabilise the political 
set-up in the country. 


Mr Buta Singh said his partymen must realise their role in the present 
"difficult situation” and work with all strength and discipline to serve 


the people. 


He said the Prime Minister was very keen on getting the economy back on 
the rails and ameliorating the plight of the weaker sections and women 
in particular.

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MINISTER SAYS COAL PRODUCTION PLAN EXPANDED 


Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 4 Aug 80 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Aug 2.--The output of coal is planned to be raised to 
260 million tonnes in the next decade from 104 million tonnes, according 
to Mr A.B.A. Ghani Khan Chowdhuri, Minister for Energy and Coal. 


He told a meeting of the consultative committee of his Ministry yesterday 
that the increase in coal production by two and a half times envisaged 
investment of Rs 3,500 crores and the Government alloted funds for the 
development of the coal industry. 


The Minister claimed that coal production was picking up. The outlay 
on coal sector, he said, would go up to Re 380 crores, against Re 276 
crores last year. Since January the Minietry cleared 13 projects having 
production targets of 12 million tonnes. Another lot of 25 projects 
with production targets of 21 million tonnes would be sanctioned soon, 
he said. 


He told the meeting that there was no shortage of coal. However, the haul- 
age of coal by rail was the main constraint. Against the requirement of 
10,000 wagons a day, the actual availability was 8,000 wagons. The short- 
age was being met by road trameport. However, with the improved 
availability of wagons, stocks of coal with the thermal power stations 

had gone up to five to seven days’ consumption. 


The Minister told the committee that the Government decided to set up 
coal dumps at certain important consumption centres. A few such dumps 
had already been commissioned in the Calcutta-Howrah area. Similar 
dumps would be set up after consultation at other important consumption 
centres. With these dumps, the prices of coal, particularly soft coal, 
were expected to come down, he claimed. 


The Government has also decided to departmentalize coal transport in a 
phased manner. Some members felt that there should be greater coordina- 
tion with the Railways to step up availability of wagons. There was 
also a suggestion that there should be only one union for one colliery.

CONGRESS(I) LEADER SCORES BENGALI COMMUNISTS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 4 Aug 80 p 1 


[Text] The Congress(I) leader, Mr C. M. Stephen, said in Calcutta on 
Sunday that he did not want to make any comment on the State Congress (1) 
slogan, "CPI(M), quit Benga." because the CPI(M) would immediately allege 
that a Union Minister was providing "“inepiration" to the movement. 


But he said that the "reactionary, authoritarian and foreign-inspired 

philosophy of the Marxists should be wiped out. I take the slogan in 

this sense. I do not want Mr Jyoti Basu himself to be thrown into the 
Bay of Bengal." 


The Union Communications Minister, who was addressing a meeting of his 
party workers, said that it did not matter if the Left Front Government 
remained in office “for a few more days." He was sure it could collapse 
on its own. But he told the meeting that the Communists had “betrayed” 
the country in 1921 when they opposed the non-cooperation movement, in 
1942 when they went against the "quit India" movement, in 1947 when 

they described the independence as "false," during the enactment of the 
Constitution, which they first described as bourgeois and now consider to 
be sacrosanct and again in 1977 when they joined the "reactionary band- 
wagon." Mr Stephen said that the Communists finally betrayed the Janata 
Party. 


He said that Communism was "a passing phase." The marxist Party com- 

prised "small creatures" who had somehow managed to be power in Kerala 
and West Bengal with the help of a number of other parties. It cannot 
fight the Congress alone. 


The Congress(I) leader claimed that his party looked neither to the 
Soviet Union nor to China like the Marxists, but depended on the support 
of the people of the country. Under the Congress rule, the country had 
become the sixth industrial power in the world, had the third largest 
community of scientists, had learnt the “secrets atom" and could produce 
enough food for its population of 650 million. 
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The State Congress (1) president, Mr Ajit Panja, reiterated that the 
party would launch the "CPI(M), quit Bengal" movement on August 9. He 
said the newspapers were giving a lot publicity to the controversy in 
the party on thie desue. But they found hardly any espace for publish- 
ing the news of the death of Sufal Mazumdar "at the hands of the CPI 
(M)"" in Nadia nor about the sufferings of four other Congress(I) work- 
ere who were now in hospital. 


Mr Panja said that Mr Subrata Mukherjee had described the proposed move- 
ment as undesirable. Immediately after his remarks, a CPI(M) Minister 
and Mr Priya Ranjan Das Munehi supported him. "A strange marriage of 
convenience” he commented. Mr Panja said that Mr Mukherjee had wanted 
to know whether the State Congress(I) had informed the party's central 
leaders. He said Mrs Gandhi must be aware from newspaper reports that 
such a movement was being launched. She had not asked the State Con- 
grese(I) to call it off. 


Mr Panja said that the recent panchayat by-election results had shown 
that the people of the State were dissatisfied with CPI(M) rule. This 


was hardly surprising since the ruling party had harassed its political 
opponents and was encouraging lawlessness in the villages.

INVESTIGATION OF STATE SECRETS CASE CONTINUES 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 8 Aug 80 pp 1, 7 


{[Article: "Two Years in Jail for a Case of Disseminating Secret State 
Documents "'] 


[Excerpts] Hasan Suriatmaja (51 years old), who was brought before 

the Central Jakarta State Court, charged with possession and dissemina- 
tion of state documents classified secret, and with participating in 
the subversive movement "20 March 1978," yesterday [7 August] was 
sentenced to 2 years in prison with time off for the period already 
spent in jail and ordered to pay court costs. The prosecutor, 

Dr Syafri Basri, had previously asked the judge to sentence the accused 
to 5 years in prison with time off for the period already spent in jail. 


Hasan Suriatmaja, an Islamic religious teacher in Sukabumi (West Java) 
and a former reporter for the influential daily newspaper ABADI of 
Jakarta, was arrested on 20 March 1978. In its judgment the court 

said that Hasan Suriatmaja was not legally proved to have taken part 

in the 20 March 1978 movement, whose members went into the streets, 
letting air out of the tires of automobiles in order to stop traffic 

in Jalan Thamrin as a protest to show that it did not agree with the 
plan to include the P4 [Guidelines on the Application of the Pancasila], 
religious group, and the KNPI [Indonesian National Youth Committee] in 
the GBHN. This was also the case with the secret state documents re- 
ceived by Hasan, which the prosecutor said involved subversive activity. 
The court regarded this contention as weak, particularly in view of the 
position of Hasan, who was only an Islamic religious teacher. For 

that reason the court freed Hasan on the primary charge, that is, taking 
criminal action to undermine the authority of the lawful government of 
the Republic of Indonesia. 


Regarding the subsidiary charge, that of disturbing state documents 
classified secret, according to the court this was also not proved, 
because those who were distributing the documents did not include 

the accused, Hasan, But there were the witnesses Margono, Amin Subiyanto, 
and Slamet Mujita (members of ABRI--Editor), who turned the documents 
over to the accused, Hasan, for varying amounts of money, ranging from 
Rp5,000 to Rpl0,000 per document. In connection with the charge of 
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violating state secrets, said the judge, the person who must bear the 
responsibility is the one who holds the state office--in this connection 
the witnesses referred to, However, the court stated further that Hasan 
Suriatmaja was proved to have been in the wrong in possessing secret 
state documents, including telegrams from the commander of KOPKAMTIB in 
Jakarta to regional commanders of KOPKAMTIB, secret telegrams ordering 
them to monitor certain movements during Ramadan, reports on the political 
situation within the country and abroad, secret speeches of ABRI leaders 
at meetings of the ABRI leadership [Rapim ABRI], secret work programs, 
documents connected with the 30 September Movement/PKI, and so forth, 

For this reason the accused, Hasan, was guilty as charged in the second 
subsidiary charge presented by the prosecutor, and he was therefore 
sentenced to 2 years in prison, 


At the end of the announcement of his decision the judge ordered the 
prosecutor to free the accused, Hasan, immediately from prison. This 
decision meant that Hasan was held for 5 months longer than the term 
to which he was sentenced, 


The court session in the case of the secret state documents still has one 
more case to be heard, that is, the matter involving the accused, 
Sumarso Sumarsono (50 years old), the former editor of ABADI. 


The Hasan case is the quickest to be concluded in the process of 


investigation of five cases connected with the 20 March Movement, 
leaving four other cases still to be heard,

MINISTER COMMENTS ON U.S. TRIP FOR BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT PROMOT.ON 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 7 Aug 80 p 6 


[Article: "According to Minister Habibie: U.S, Business Is Receptive 
to Indonesian Development") 


[Text] The Government of the United States and American private business 
circles are presently paying a greater amount of attention to the potential 
of the foreign market, compared with any time in the past. They are also 
receptive towards Indonesian development efforts, says Dr B. J. Habibie, 
minister of state for research and technology, in an interview last 

30 July. "This situation is truly very attractive for us," he added. 

"We want to see United States business firms take part in our market." 


The views of Dr Habibie were given after he had spent 3 weeks making a 
trip through the United States which, among other things, gave him the 
opportunity to meet with the leaders of some of the biggest industrial 
firms in the country, in addition to government officials in Washington. 
In New York, where the interview took place, while he was preparing to 
depart on his way home, together with his wife, who is a pediatrician, 
he was the guest of honor at a luncheon which was jointly held by the 
Asia Society, the American-Indonesian Chamber of Commerce, and the Far 
East-American Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 


Dr Habibie stated in the interview that both U.S. government officials 
and American businessmen seemed to have a clear and sympathetic under- 
standing regarding the value of cooperation with Indonesia in its 
efforts for economic development through the use of science and tech- 
nology. Picturing the mutual value of such cooperation in a simple way, 
he said: "We can offer our domestic market, our raw materials, and our 
low-cost labor which is abundantly available. On the other hand, we 
need knowledge and technology, which can be provided by your country." 


During his trip from coast to coast, Dr Habibie declared, "I received 
information directly from the most senior leaders of private industry 
and from government circles on the manner of using science and 
technology in an effective way to resolve our problems. It is only 
through a joint program that we can reach our economic goals as we have 
decided on ourselves." 
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The matters attracting the attention of Dr Habibile as well as the potential 
for cooperation between American and Indonesi:n industry were pictured 

in his program of travel, In San Francisco he was a guest of the giant 
construction firm, Bechtel Corporation, In Connecticut and Tennessee he 
was a guest of Combustion Engineering, which is working in the area of 
equipment for the non-o1l energy industry. And in New York he was a 

guest of the Control Data Corporation, as well as IBM. In Dearborn and 
Detroit, Michigan, he visited the Ford and General Motors automobile 
factories, and in Bluebell, Pennsylvania, he visited the central office 

of Sperry-Univac, 


For the minister, who is president and director of the state-owned 
aircraft factory, P. T. Nurtanio, his visit to Seattle was the high point 
of the trip. There he visited the Boeing factory which produces giant 
aircraft and also visited the University of Washington, which is regarded 
as an academic leader in the field of aeronautical technique. 


Almost in passing Dr Habibie mentioned that, "I may be able to sel] 

40 or 50 of our aircraft to a business leader in Memphis, Tennessee,’ 
who he said is Fred Schmidt, president and chairman of the Board of 
Federal Express. "He was clearly interested in buying our CN-235 
passenger aircraft," said the minister. He added that this is a two- 
engined aircraft with a capacity of 35 passengers. The aircraft ("'CN" 
is an abbreviatioa of "Casa Nurtanio") is the product of a joint 
project with Spaia, which owns 50 percent of the shares in the company. 


Dr Habibie pictured his trip as "not connected" with the signing of a 
science and technology agreement between the United States and 

Indonesia in 1978, the first of its kind in Indonesian history. Similar 
agreements were later signed with the Federal Republic of Germany and 
France, while such an agreement with Japan is under discussion, 

Dr Habibie said.

GOVERNMENT CONTINUES TO TRACK DOWN EX=PKI MEMBERS 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 10 Sep 80 p 1 


[Excerpts] Communication lines between remnants of "30 September Movement" 
PKI members at home and communist movements abroad still exiet, and our 
government is still tracking them down, Brigadier General Yono Atmodjo, 
director general of Foreign Relations Security Affair. of the Department 

of Foreign Affairs, told MERDEKA today. 


In anewer to a question concerning the possibilities of the existence of 
illicit communications between PKI remnants at home and international 
com: ist movements, the Foreign Office official (who previously served 
as 4th deputy chief of the State Intelligence Coordination Agency [BAKIN], 
international desk, stated that the government is already in possession 
of evidence of such collaboration. However, he refused to divulge the 
types of evidence. 


"Obviously, we must be on the alert, because they are now at work and 
masquerading as non-communists," said Atmodjo. 


He added that the lines of communication between Indonesian and foreign 
communists are not drawn directly, but through third countries. "Cases 
of smuggling of storybooks and video cassettes which reek of communist 
propaganda constitute one of the modus operandi of communist movements 
to revive communism in Indonesia," he elaborated. 


"One of the channels is through overseas Chinese residing in various 
Southeast Asian countries." 


Yono Atmodjo explained that the intensified controversy between two 
communist countries, namely, PRC and USSR, also influenced the Southeast 
Asian region, because both these c. ™punist giants are vying for influence 
in this region. Signals have been received to the effect that some 
fugitive ex-members of PKI's Central Committee, who initially were pro- 
Peking, are now leaning toward Moscow in their thinking. 
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le mentioned the case of Ajitorop, the PKI figure who was once secretary 
general of PKI and later escaped to Peking, Based on intel ligence 
observation, this PKI leader now is seldom seen among the honored guests 
during the PRC National Day celebrations on 1 October, Thies implies 
that Ajitorop is no Longer regarded as an important figure by the new 
regime in PRC, opined the former BAKIN official, 


The same case applies to Jawoto, formerly Indonesian ambassador to PRC, 
who is still residing in Peking, and Hanafi, now settled down in Cuba, 
According to Yono Atmodjo, there are no new developments concerning 
these ex-PKI figures until now. 


As to the plight of Indonesian students in Ruropean countries who were 
involved in past PKI activities, they have been asked by the Command 
for the Restoration of Security and Order to complete a form if they 
intend to return to Indonesia, 


"Based on the completion of such a form, the government will consider 
whether they are to be classified as members of Category (, and, of so, 
they are allowed to come home, although they have to undergo another 
screening upon arrival here," said Atmodjo. 


Based on reports received, there are about 310 Indonesian students in 
Europe who plan to return home. However, 30 among them have already 
been prohibited by the Indonesian Government to return because they 
are regarded as PKI leaders. 


Atmodjo further said at present books on the communist main doctrine 
of class struggle are being widely circulated in Indonesia. These 
books, written by former political detainees, carry no title nor author 
by name. They will most likely create the spirit of uprising and 
contradiction, and become a “stepping stone" for PKI 's comback. 
Atmodjo did not explain how far this question has been resolved.

NATIONAL STABILITY THREATENED, POREIGN PRESS CRITICIZED

[Article: “Chairman of the Golkar Central Committee: Golkar Must Con- 
tinue to Uphold National Stability") 


[Excerpts] The General Chairman of the Golkar Central Committee, 

H. Amir Murtono, stated that certain occurrences which have arisen 
lately are endangering profoundly national stability and the safety of 
the nation because the target of such occurrences is to usurp the fiscal 
authority of the MPR (Peoples Deliberative Council), bypassing Presi- 
dent Soeharto. Amir Murtono's affirmation concerning our political and 
national situation at the present time was brought out in 4 question- 
and-anewer session with journalists following the inauguration ceremony 
for the Golkar Level I General Election Supervisory Body for Central 
Java which took place at the Wisma Pancasila in Semarang on Thursday 
evening. In his statement, the general chairman of the Golkar Central 
Committee eaid the Golkar had to continue efforts to resolve the problem 
6o that national stability could be preserved. 





Amir Murtono said that one of the causes of the commotion and unrest was 
the so-called "statement of concern” or petition s by 50 individuals 
on 5 May 1980. This petition subsequently gathe momentum in the 

DPR (Peoples Representative Assembly) where .9 members requested Presi- 
dent Soeharto, in hie capacity ae budgetary/fiecal overseer of the MPR, 
to issue some explanation concerning the allegations of the petition. 

The president consented and later submitted a written reply. However, 

it appears that this was not to the complete satisfaction of everyone. 


According to Amir Murtono, the political gambit implicit in the "state- 
ment of concern” hae as ite purpose the attenuation of President 
Soeharto's power as the budgetary/fiecal overseer of the MPR. Firet, 
the statement is linked with the implementation of the Pancasila (5 
founding principles of the Indonesian state) and the Constitution of 
1945 under the administration of President Soeharto at the present time. 
Amir Murtono said that the signers made the accusation that, in their 
estimation, the Pancasila and Constitution of 1945 had been circumvented 
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or had not been implemented in their purest sense in the social and 
economic fields, 


Second, various accusations and slander were leveled at the private lives 
of President Soeharto and hie family. Such accusations and slander 

have ae their intent and purpose the achievement of personal popularity, 
as in the case of a member of the PDI (political opposition party), who 
proposed a “national dialog” on the matter, 


Amir Murtene explained that in Indonesia at the present time there is 
nothing untoward either existing or happening. The president's budget- 
ary/fiecal powers are being carried out in accordance with the obliga- 
tions laid down in the guidelines and decisions taken by the body which 
holds the mandate, the MPR, acting with the agreement of the DPR, 


What the foreign prees/media is doing, according to Amir Murtono, is 
throwing out exaggerations and creating commotion, For this reason, 

the General Chairman of the Golkar Central Committee made an appeal and 
called upon the entire population, especially Golkar and the people of 
Indonesia in general, not to be consumed or influenced precipitously 

by political tesues about which they did not know the full implications. 
If the people act otherwise, the matter will have a snowball effect, 
increasing ite dimensions as it goes, so that lives that were in har- 
mony would become disturbed and do harm to stability and national 
security which are energetically promoting thie harmony.

VALUE OF EXPORTS INCREASES 
Jakarta HARLAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 21 Aug 80 p 3 
[Article: “Indonesian Exports Increase 56.73 Percent") 


[Text] Indonesian exports during the firat 3 months of 1980 increased 
by 56.73 percent in comparison to the same period in 1979. 


Exporte during the firet 3 monthe of 1979 amounted to $4,142,313,000, 
while during the same period in 1980 the total value of several basic 
commodities such as oil and petroleum products, fresh and frozen shrimp, 
coffee, tea, pepper, vegetable ofl, copra cakes, tobacco, cement, 
nickel nodules, bauxite, tin, fertilizer, urea, rubber, wood, ready- 
made clothes, etc., amounted to $6,492,238,000. Thus total exports for 
the first 3J-month period in 1980 rose 56.73 percent in value. 


Exporte of oil and petroleum products reached a value of $3,479,921,000 
while during the same period in 1979, it amounted to $2,406,394,000, 
indicating an increase of 44.61 percent. Crude ofl went up 40.67 per- 
cent, that is, from $2,213,053,000 to $3,113,014,000, Other petroleum 
products went from $193,341,000 to $366,906,000, while natural gas rose 
from $263,247,000 to $771,355,000. 


Export commodities which showed a decrease in value were confined to 
pepper and tobacco which declined respectively 11.39 percent and 66.52 
percent. The value of pepper exports dropped from $15,298,000 to 
$13,556,000 while the value of tobacco declined from $19,156,000 to 
$6,414,000 or 66.52 percent. 


Although pepper and tobacco declined, the remaining commodities all 
showed an increase. Fresh/frozen shrimp went from $64,311,000 to 
$67,774,000. Coffee went from $140,573,000 to $220,343,000. Tea rose 
from $22,155,000 to $36,940,000. Vegetable ofl rose from $53,654,000 
to $91,408,000. Copra cake rose from $12,040,000 to $15,953,000. 
Cement went from $3,468,000 to $12,766,000. Nickel nodules went from 
$3,767,000 to $10,476,000. Bauxite increased from $3,574,000 to 
$4,683,000. Tin increased from $138,868,000 to $162,579,000. Urea

fertiliser increased from $12,037,000 to $22,722,000, Rubber went up 
from $2863,355,000 to $396,904,000, Wood went up from $430,546,000 

to $766,022,000, Ready-made clothes went up from $9,662,000 to 
$36,471,000, Remaining miscellaneous commodities went from $240, 207,000 
to $375,951,000.

PDI MUST HOLD CONGRESS BY DECEMBER 1980, SAYS SUDOMO 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 7 Aw 80 pp 1, 7 


lArticle; "Commander of KOPKAMTIB to PDI: If by December the PDI Does 
Not Hold a Congress, the PDI Will Not Be Included in the General 
Elections") 


[Excerpts] The commander of KOPKAMTIP, Admiral Sudomo, has said that if, 
by the end of December 1980, the Indonesian Democracy Party (PDI) does 

not hold a congress, the PDI will not take part in the 1982 general 
elections. 


Sudomo made this statement on Wednesday [6 August) after presiding over a 
meeting of the PDI Ad Hoc Committee at Wisma Elang Laut, Jakarta, which 
was attended by nine members of the committee, not including the general 
chairman of the Executive Council of the PDi, Sanusi Hardjadinata, who is 
also the chairman of the Ad Hoc Committee. 


According to Sudomo, the preliminary preparations for the 1982 general 
elections will begin a year in advance, that is, about February 1981, 
with the first steps to prepare a provisional electoral list, approval 
of the list, and the preparation of a list of additional voters. Thus, 
vif the 24 Congress of the PDI, which was originally planned to be held 
in April of this year, meets with an impasse or fails to be held, it 
will be very difficult for the PDI to take part in the forthcoming 
general elections. 


Accompanied by PDI leaders Sabam Sirait and Achmad Sukarmadidjaja, the 
commander of KOPKAMTIB discussed the results of the first meeting of the 
Ad Hoc Committee, which involved three essential matters, including: 

1) the entry into functioning of the committee, the results of whose 
meetings will be reported to the Executive Council of the unified PDI; 
2) the plans to hold the 2d Congress of the PDI next December and the 
preparation of the administrative details of the congress in an efficient 
and effective way, so that there will be no disputes or conflicts at the 
congress; 3) in one month the Ad Hoc Committee will prepare a basic 
concept for the congress, procedures, administrative details, and an 
elections committee which will later report in full to the Executive 
Council of the PDI. 


Sudomo stated that it is hoped that the problems in the lst Congress of the 
PDI, held st Istora Senayan (12-13 April 1976), will not happen again. “As 
long as ite internal struggles are not successfully resolved, the PDI will 
continue to lose, as occurred in the general elections of 1977," he added.

SCHOLAR CONSIDERS NEGATIVE CRITICISM ANTI~INDONESIAN

[Article: "Professor Weatherbee: Negative Criticiem Concerning Situa- 
tion in East Timor Has Anti-Indonesian Overtones") 


[Excerpts] Negative criticiem by certain foreign circles concerning the 
situation in East Timor is not rational and is made against a background 
that has an anti-Indonesian political motive. This was the statement 
made recently by Professor Donald E. Weatherbee, a Canadian agricultural 
economist in Washington (U.S.A.). 


Professor Weatherbee was in the United States on his way home from a 
6-day visit to East Timor. 


Professor Weatherbee, who witnessed at first hand the situation in East 
Timor through the eyes of an academic person, expressed his conviction 
that in the next 5 years the question of East Timor will no longer be a 
bone of contention in international forums, including the United Nations, 
because the status of the region in the future will be irreversible (no 
longer subject to accusations). 


After viewing the situation in East Timor at first hand and making trips 
far into the interior, Professor Weatherbee concluded that the province 
had great potential as an agricultural economy. Meliana Valley in the 
eastern part of the territory, for example, is sufficiently adequate 

for the cultivation of corn, and with simple irrigation could even sup- 
port wet rice cultivation in paddies. 


Accordingly, Professor Weatherbee saw a need to undertake changes from 
the present manner of tilling the soil to methods that were more appro- 
priate. 


In the long run, efforts must be made to render the population of East 
Timor self-supporting in food requirements and to this end the develop- 
ment of human resources must be carried out by introducing more modern 
methods of agriculture such as the use of fertilizer, insecticide, etc. 
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Professor Weatherbee also concluded that Portugal, which had colonised 
Rast Timor for 400 years, left nothing that could raise the population 
to a higher atandard of living. To fulfill the substetence needs of 
the East Timorese people, even Portugal during the colonial period had 
to import 40 percent of the colony's food requirementa, 





Turning to the health of the East Timorese population, Professor 
Weatherbee stated that international help in the form of food and medi- 
cine wae etill needed in the former Portuguese colony which had now 
become an Indonesian province,

NEW LEADERS OF 1945 GENERATION CHOSEN 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 1 Aug 80 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpts] In his capacity as chairman-designate of the 1945 Generation 
leadership, General Surono Thursday morning reported the formation of 

the national-level leadership of the 1945 Generation to President Soeharto 
at Bina Graha and simultaneously solicited "father Soeharto's" prepared- 
ness to sit in the National Advisory Council of the 1945 Generation. 


Fifty percent of the officers in the national-level leadership for the 
1980-84 devotion period are new people, while the remainder were those 
who served in the board during the preceding devotion period. 


Management of the national-level leadership of the 1945 Generation is 
divided into three parts, namely, an advisory council, a national plenary 
committee and a national standing committee. The public, the regions, 
religion and the younger generation are all represented in the national- 
level leadership of the 1945 Generation. 


Surono regarded the participation of the younger generation in the 1945 
Generation leadership as an implementation of the statute of the organi- 
zation. To be precise, it is stipulated in the statute's chapter V, 
article 10 that membership of the organization shall comprise freedom 
fighters, advocates of the 17 August 1945 independence proclamation who 
consistently strive for the 1945 values and those who have served, con- 
tributed and acted loyally to the Five Basic Principles and the 1945 
Constitution of the Indonesian Republic. 


Surono sits as general chairman in the National Standing Committee. 
First chairman is Mashudi and second chairman is Rukminto Hendraningrat, 
followed by K. H. Masykur, Mrs Jos Masdani and Mre L. Irsan Radjamin as 
third, fourth and fifth chairmen, resvectively. 


Gatot Suwagio is the general secretary. First deputy secretary~general 


is J.S.G. Sitohang, while Miss Susy Yulianti of the Youth Corps serves 
as second deputy secretary-general. Other members of the National 
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Standing Committee include the following: R. Sutardjo Nitisudirdjo, 
chairman of organization section; M. Juaup Ronidipuco, chairman of 
political section; Frane Seda, chairman of economic, financial and 
development section; Major General Agia Buatam, chairman of defense 
and security section; Sadjarwo, chairman of "sosnakerkum" section; 
H, Basjumi Suriamiharja, chairman of "“abdikes" section; Siwardy, 
chairman of public relations section; and Supartono Brotosuhendro, 
chairman of general affairea section. 


The Advisory Council is composed of eight personages, namely, Soeharto, 
Adam Malik, Sri Sultan Hamengkubuwono IX, K. H. Idham Chalid, General 
M. Jueuf, T. B. Simatupang, Ruslan Abdulgani and Mra Arudji Kartawinata. 


The National Plenary Committee is made up of 45 persons, 27 of whom are 
drawn from the various regional standing committees, while the rest are 
all chosen by a special formation team, 


Among those who sit in the National Plenary Committee are Prof Dr 
Mustopo, H.J. Naro, Harsono Tjokroaminoto, A. Kemal Idris, Sudiro, 

B.M. Diah, H.M. Sudjono, Mursalin D.M., Sutjipto Danukusumo, Rusli 
Halil, Sudjarwo, F. Pattiasina, Ibrahim Adjie, Mra Juniar Nursari Madjid, 
Selamat Ginting, Surjadi, M. Zamroni and Sri Redjeki. 


Old members of the national leadership w. no longer sit in the advisory 
council for the current devotion period include A.H. Nasution, Wilopo, 
I.J. Kasimo, M. Panggabean and Mohammad Hatta (deceased).

MUHAMMADIYAH SCHOOLS LOSE GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 6 Aug 80 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpts] Kamil Kamka, deputy chairman of House Commission I (repre- 
senting Karya Pembangunan Party), expressed hope that Minister of Edu- 
cation and Culture Daud Yusuf would reconsider his decision to abolish 
government subsidy to Muhammadiyah schools because the schools declared 
a vacation during the Ramadan fasting month. 


Based on information he received, Kamil confirmed that the minister of 

education and culture has indeed suspended the subsidy. He opined that 
if the subsidy withdrawal was a consequence of nonimplementation of the 
minister's policy, this would not carry a lesson. 


Asked by MERDEKA Tuesday evening, Minister Yusuf admitted that the with- 
drawal of the subsidy is made against schools which he described as 
"rebellious." 


Daud explained that the "shouting" against the subsidy withdrawal did 
not emanate from Muhammadiyah but politicians. In fact, he added, 
Muhammadiyah officials have reported to the minister to the effect that 
it was members of parliament who lodged the loudest protests regarding 
the matter. 


Minister Daud continued that the subsidy withdrawal is not directed 
against the rebellious Muhammadiyah schools alone, but other private 
schools as well, although he made no mention of their names. 


"There is no school asking for permission to close during the Ramadan 
fasting month on religious grounds, because there is neither Koranic 
verse nor Moslem tradition prohibiting people to study during the fast- 
ing month," the minister stated. By way of example, he mentioned Saudi 
Arabia where schools remain open during the fasting period. 


The minister asserted that that particular Muhammadiyah school delib- 
erately closed its doors and encouraged their pupils to disrespect 
their government. 
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"In the past, when no regulation existed, they opened the school during 
the Ramadan, but now that a regulation for schooling during the Ramadan 
is in operation, they declare a vacation," he added. 


The discontinuation of subsidy to Muhammadiyah schools represents a poli- 
tical case which tends to violate Articles 27 and 31 of the 1945 Consti- 
tution and to ignore the existing law of basic education. 


Explaining the situation to the press at the parliament building today, 
Chalik Ali, house member representing the Unity Party (Fraksi Partai 
Persatuan), stated that the subsidy suspension also hit other schools 
which closed during the fasting month. 


He believed that it is not only the policy of subsidy suspension which 
must be reviewed, "but also the position of the minister of education 
and culture whose measures have made the public restless." 


Contacted by this newspaper, Muhammadiyah's central leadership declined 
to give any information or comment on the withdrawal of subsidy to 
Muhammadiyah schools by the department of education and culture, 


One of the said leaders told the paper over the phone that an official 
statement would be issued shortly. 


He added that according to information received from the regions, the 
subsidy to Muhammadiyah higher institutions and middle schools had indeed 
been halted. Further news of developments in the regions are expected 

to come. 


In the meantime, Muhammadiyah schools remain closed during the Ramadan 
fasting month in line with their set policy.

MARHAENIST ORGANIZATION FORMED IN JAKARTA 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 19 Aug 80 p 1 


[Excerpts] Our national development now requires the utilization of all 
funds and resources to implement the Five Basic Principles and the 1945 
Constitution of the Indonesian Republic, Iskaq Tjokrohadisuryo, chief 
promoter for the establishment of the Consultative League of Marhaenist 
Community, told MERDEKA today. 


Together with twe other founders, namely Orof Sunaryo, 28, and Budhyarto 
Martoatmodjo, 82, the 84-year-old Iskaq proclaimed the formation of the 
said league in Jakarta on 17 August (Sunday). 


According to Iskaq, the foundation for the organization is the Marhaenism 
as taught by Bung Karno, a doctrine and principle for struggle based on 
the Five Basic Principles and the 1945 Constitution of the Indonesian 
Republic. One of its aims is to mobilize all Marhaeni members to inten- 
sify and arouse national consciousness, as well as making national 
development a success. 


Asked about certain prevailing views purporting that Marhaenism runs 
parallel with liberalism and communism and counter to the Five Basic 
Principles of the Republic, Iskaq retorted, "That's wrong, very wrong." 
According to this founder of the Indonesian Nationalist Party (PNI), 
Marhaenism cannot be compared on the same plane with other foreign 
ideologies. "For us Marhaenists, Marhaenism equals the Five Basic Prin- 
ciples equals the 1945 Constitution of the Indonesian Republic." 


With regard to the inauguration of the Consultative League of Marhaenist 
Community, Iskaq explained that its aim is to gather Marhaenist people 
scattered all over Indonesia into one big group. The question is, 
according to Iskaq, that the majority of ex-PNI members do not become 
members of the Indonesian Democratic Party (PDI), although in the fusion 
it was stipulated that all ex-PNI members automatically become PDI mem- 
bers.

FRETILIN CC MEMBER DENOUNCES PORTUGURSE~LNDONESIAN COLLABORATLON 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 14 Sep 80 p 6 


[interview with Mari Alkatiri, foreign relations minister of the Democratic 
Republic of East Timor, by E. Hipolito, in Mozambique, date not given) 


[Text] in light of the position recently assumed by the 
Lisbon government with reapect to the Indonesian invasion 
of East Timor, Mari Alkatiri, foreign relations minister 

of the Democratic Republic of East Timor [RDTL) and member 
of the FRETILIN Central Committee, granted an interview 

to our newspaper. In addition to discussing Lisbon's 
position, the revolutionary leader also brought up the 

next session of the WPC, to take place in Bulgaria, and 

of the UN General Assembly, in which the East Timor question 
is on the agenda. Following is a portion of the interview. 


Question: In Portugal, the Council of Ministers issued a communique in which 
it announced that it will propose negotiations with the government of General 
Suharto regarcing East Timor. With this announcement, two facts are immed- 
iately called to attention. The first is that no mention is made of FRETILIN, 
which has already been recognized on various occasions as the only legitimate 
representative of the Maubere people. The second is Lisbon's failure to 
recognize the situation created in the territory by the Indonesians’ armed 
aggression. What is FRETILIN'S position in this regard? 


Answer: We feel the Portuguese government has many ways of attempting to 
save tace, and this is one of them. But for whom? 


Certainly not our people, but before international opinion, a certain segment 
of Portuguese public opinion and, particularly, before some interested parties 
in the international arena. The latter favor indonesia and support the 
aggression against East Timorese territory. First of all, we must know why 
this communique was issued precisely in September 1980, in an election 
campaign period in Portugal. The government of the Democratic Alliance has 
again demonstrated that it wante to use the East Timor problem as a campaign 
issue. This is the first observation. The second is that this is an effort 
to sabotage any success that FRETILIN might come to have in the next UN General 
Assembly, because all indications point to a major victory for the cause of 
the Maubere people in this session. 
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in conjunction with the United States and other Western capitalist countries, 
and even Indonesia, Lisbon is attempting to use thie means to expedite the 
hegotiations, to weaken or even sabotage any FRETILIN victory, any resolution 
favorable to FRETILIN in the United Nations. Our stand ie irreversible and 
intransigent with respect to the resolution of the Bast Timer issue, To 

give precedence to the so-called humanitarian problem is to play inte the 
hande of Indonesia and carry out ite wieh! to remove tense of thousands of 
people from our country, from the sones controlled by the enemy, people who 
are fow resisting Diakarta's aggression, Portugal wante to play this role, 
representing ite government ase acting in the highest interests, 


lt is very significant that before the meeting of the Council of Ministers 
the Portuguese leaders made no effort whatever to make contact with FRETILIN, 
to acknowledge it as the sole legitimate representative of the Maubere people 
and, finally, to collaborate with thie vanguard in resolving the Bast Timor 
problem. The attitude of the Lisbon government indicates that it has no 
intention whatever of resolving thie issue, which implies recognizing our 
people's right to self-determination and independence as stipulated in the 
Portuguese constitution, We saw the Democratic Alliance government take an 
immediate stand on Afghanistan, which is not Portugal's concern, and on 
Kampuchea, as well, It has not condemed the Indonesian aggression, however; 
on the contrary, it is seeking to negotiate with those who have attacked and 
occupied the territory of the Democratic Republic of East Timor. 


We feel the Portuguese government is once again challenging FRETILIN. Once 
again, however, the leaders in Lisbon will have to accept that FRETILIN can 
continue to go forward alone in this process, but the Portuguese government 
cannot do the same. Any effort in this respect by the Portuguese government 
must have the approval of our revolutionary organization, in the first place, 
and, second, must have our collaboration, and we would grant these conditions 
only if FRETILIN is recognized as the sole legitimate representative of the 
Maubere people. Otherwise, it is impossible, and it will be us who challenge 
the Portuguese government to proceed without us, which will also be impossible. 


We feel it is hypocritical when Portugal declares that it wants to negotiate 
with the Indonesians and does not acknowledge the occupation by Djakarta. 

The Portuguese government lacks the political and moral authority to negotiate 
with Indonesia. The conflict that has existed on East Timorese territory 

since 1975 is between the government of the Democratic Republic of East Timor 
and Indonesia, and not between Portugal and Indonesia. Portugal has an 
obligation to meet, which is to recognize FRETILIN as the vanguard of our 
people and to recognize our republic. We will not yield on this point. Only 
under these conditions will we cooperate with Portugal to find suitable grounds 
to proceed with the discussion. 


Question: The Lisbon communique states the government's intention to contact 
other governments to encourage them to take refugees, alledgely for tumani- 
tarian reasons. Is this a maneuver to weaken FRETILIN action inside East 
Timor? 
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Anewer! Vtecisely, Thies te the only aim, Numanitarianiem, in this case, 

ie simply being used as 4 cover, Everyone knows that the problem in our 
countey i@ basically political, One aspect in any analysis of such a refugee 
progfam is that it constitutes cultural violence against our people to force 
them to leave as fefugees, to consider such @ program constitutes a serious 
humanitarian problem, and it would beacrime if it were actually put into 
practice, From a social, political and cultural standpoint, or from any 
ahgle one Cares to look at it, such an attitude ie 4« crime against our people. 
it is perfectly well known that if there are individuals who would like to 
leave how, it is because their country is occupied by the Indonesians. The 
solution, thenh,ie fot to empty the country and hand it over to the invader, 
The proper solution is to expel those who are there wrongfully. The proper 
position for the Portuguese government would be to support the struggle 

of the Maubere people and to vote for the withdrawal of the invading forces. 


What is happening at the moment is precisely the opposite of what should be 
happening if the Portuguese government were really sincere, To encourage 

the exodus of people who are the victime of foreign aggression without taking 
any action to condem this same aggression, is to legitimize the violence 
perpetrated by the Indonesians against the Maubere people. in sum, such an 
attitude means handing Last Timor over to the Indonesians. There are many 
ways of recognizing Indonesia's absorption of our territory, and this is 

one of them, 


Question: Are the programe announced by the Portuguese government to assist 
the Timorese refugees viable? 


Anewer: 1 feel the more honest of the Portuguese leaders have already recog- 
nized that the Mauberes in Portugal are not integrated. They are a completely 
separate community. These projects are doomed to failure, because the Timorese 
presence in Portugal is temporary in nature. The Timorese community was 
forced to leave its own environment for reasons beyond ite control. Any plans 
for assistance must take this temporary nature into account, because the final 
goal is to return to our country. Once again, the primary issue is the 
creation of conditions for the return of our people, which will be possible 
only with the unconditional withdrawal of the Indonesian invaders. To promote 
an exodus and then to offer certain material compensation is of no help 
whatever in solving our problem. These proposals of the Portuguese govern- 
ment are a colonial way of looking at the problem. This way of looking at the 
problem indicates that Lisbon still sees the Mauberes as Portuguese citizens, 
which is not the case. 


The problem is that Portugal cannot accept that from the moment the Portuguese 
state and government abandoned East Timor, there was a force that asserted 
iteelf nationally. This force was FRETILIN. This organization alone has 

made it possible to speak of East Timor today as a separate entity. Lisbon's 
nonregognition of FRETILIN is even more retrograde, however, when one con- 
siders that it recognizes the very enemy against which our organization is 
offering resistance inside the territory and organizing the people throughout 
the territory. 








Question: Now, in September, the WPC is going to hold another conference, 
in which the Maubere people will be reprevented, What do FRETILIN and the 
government of the RDTL expect from this meeting? 


Anewer: We have been members in full etanding of the WPC since 1977, when 

the council met in Warsaw, Poland, Unfortunately, however, we must admit 

that the organization has done very little to help the struggle of the Mauberes 
or the situation of the RDLT, Obviously, with this renewed contact between 
the leadership of the WIC and our delegation, we would like to believe that 
new conditions will be created to define a new atrategy of collaboration and 
support for our struggle, 


In 1977, @ solidarity week wae decreed from | to 7 December, which was never 
observed, We think it might come about after thie conference. The status 
of the struggle on both military and diplomatic fronte favors thie attitude. 
Today, too, East Timor ia better known internationally, and there is broad 
support from democratic and progressive forces throughout the world, which 
are in a position to proceed with specific acta of solidarity with the 
Maubere people and with FRETILIN. 


Moreover, the fact that the WPC is meeting in Sofia, Bulgaria, is in our 
favor, inasmuch as we are continuing the efforts we have been developing 
since the beginning of the armed struggle to persuade the European socialist 
countries to take a clearer position regarding East Timor. We hope to win 
political and material support from these countries for our struggle, since 
no one can ignore or deny the justice of that struggle. We feel that, in 
Bulgaria, we might have the chance to meet with local officials of the party 
and government and discuss the problem of East Timor more directly with them. 
Our aim is to make our needs understood, and thus win concrete support from 
Bulgaria, as a starting point for further contacts with the European socialist 
countries. 


Question: Shortly after this session of the WPC, the UN General Assembly will 
meet again and a Maubere delegation will attend. in your opinion, what are 
the prospects that the United Nations will also bring up the East Timor 
question in this session of debate? 


Answer: Despite the maneuvers that might show up now (with the Portuguese 
government taking the lead), we are confident about the outcome of the debate 
on our country, We believe that this year we are going to win 4 great vic- 
tory in the United Nations, not only greater than in 1979 but also in relation 
to previous years. We exvect to have over 20 countries as coauthors of our 
resolution, which means it will have a powerful introduction. The type of 
resolution to be presented will be much like those in previous years, but we 
hope to include some additional principles regarding East Timor, acknowledging 
the role that FRETILIN has played up to now. This is possible. 


We know, meanwhile, that other powers are interested in the problem at the 
UN level, such as the United States, which has been indicating some activity 
on the issue. These maneuvers are troubling insofar as the motives for them 
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are wot very clear. We know that the reasons include the armed struggle 
and the aituation created inside indonesia, but we think thie ia not all, 
fhe maneuvers will not be effective, however, if they are counter to FRETILIN's 
stand on principle, which le very clear, FRELIMO ta the sole legitimate 
representative of the Maubere people, and anything that challenges thie 
perimeiple will fail, We will not yield on thie point. We will not fall in 
with attempts to misrepresent the meaning of our struggle. To do so would 
be to betray our own goals, to betray the people of Last Timor, and we are 
not willing to do this.

OIL STRIKES, GEOTHERMAL PLANS, BAUXITE STUDIES NOTED 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 29 Aug 80 pp 1, 8 
{[Article: "New Oil Reserves Found: 37.8 Million Barrels") 


[Excerpts] Minister of Mining and Energy Subroto has stated that new 
oil reserves found up to August this year total about 37.8 million 
barrels in a number of places in Indonesia, and gas reserves found are 
about 15 million cubic feet. 


The minister made this statement to reporters after meeting President 
Soeharto in the Bina Graha offices on Wednesday [27 August) regarding 
new oilfields in Indonesia. The minister said that the finds of the 
new oilfields prove that in Indonesia there are still substantial oil 
reserves to be worked. The oil reserves found are in the Java Sea, 
Kalimantan, North Sumatra, Central Sumatra, Straits of Malacca, Natuna 
Islands and Sulawesi. The largest oil well discovered recently is 

found in the Straits of Malacca, with about 9 million barrels, and the 
smallest source, found from wells near it, is about 1.5 million barrels. 


The minister also reported to President Soeharto regarding developments 

in the use of geothermal energy in Java. Some 16 foreign firms have 
expressed their desire to work with Pertamina to find, develop and use 
geothermal energy in Java. The geothermal energy which will be developed 
is in the areas of Gunung Salak, Dieng, Kamojang and South Banten. The 
potential of geothermal energy in those areas is about 2,500 MW, and this 
project appears to be a source of energy which will never be exhausted. 


The foreign firms which want to work with Pertamina in developing and 
using geothermal energy come from Japan, New Zealand, United States, 
Italy, France and Germany. Discussions with these firms were held on 
Wednesday [27 August], and it is hoped that next January discussions can 
be held to determine who will work with Pertamina on the geothermal 
project, the minister said. 
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the minister also reported to President Soeharto on the development and 
use of alumina in Indonesia, Three countries, Japan, West Germany and 
Norway, have expressed their interest in developing alumina processing 
in Pulau Bintan and at Tayan (along the Kapuas River in West Kalimantan). 
For the purpose of such development a feasibility study ie being 
undertaken at this time, When, later on, these sources of alumina are 
in production, the Asahan project, which will produce aluminum, will 
use bauxite produced in the country, For the time being, when this raw 
material is not yet available, the Asahan project will use alumina from 
abroad,

FOOD PRODUCTION INCREASES TO 1.4 MILLION TONS IN 1980 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 3 Sep 80 p 9 


[Text] Thanks to program improvement in domestic food supplies, it is 
hoped that production will increase to 1.4 million tons to match the 
rice yield in 1980, This total augure well to further strengthen 
national food reserves. 


Agriculture Minister Sudarsono Hadisaputro made this explanation in 
his welcome address at the opening session of ASEAN's 7th Committee on 
Food, Agriculture and Forestry (COFAF) conference held at the 

Rimba Graha building in Semarang today. 


Minister Sudarsono assessed that Indonesia's food production this year 
represents the best, if compared with the 1978 harvest. 


According to the minister, the improvement in production was caused by 
several factors, such as adequate rainfall, less damage caused by pests 
and diseases, proper utilization of fertilizer and improvements made by 
institutions. 





Besides the decrease in pest and disease incidence attributed to better 
control, high-yield arable land has also been expanded, the minister 
added. This improvement has been reflected in the intensified capa- 
bilities of the Village Unit Cooperatives (KUD) in the rural areas which 
provided the peasants with resources for production, 


Another factor in favor of the 1980 production improvement, according 
to the minister, was the implementation of the government's Special 
Intensification (Insus) program for the peasantry. 


In another part of his welcome speech, Sudarsono said that while produc- 
tion intensification in Indonesia is encouraging, production in other 
ASEAN members during the same period failed to show the hoped-for 
improvement. 


By way of example, the minister mentioned the situation in Thailand 


where for months on end the country was beset by typhoons which 
adversely affected agricultural production early this year. 
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in the Philippines, a similar aituation occurred because of typhoons. 

In the meantime, India and Bangladesh reportedly suffered from floods 

which deatroyed numerous hectares of food plantations, Asa one of 

the greatest food suppliers, the United States experienced heat waves 

and hurricanes which lowered her agricultural production considerably. 


In Minister Sudarsono's view, such conditions prove that the world food 
situation te still disquieting. Consequently, he expressed hope that 
participants in the conference will remain watchful and not slacken 
their efforts to intensify food production, 


By redoubling their efforts, it is hoped that a steady increase in 
food production can be achieved, he concluded,

RICE IMPORTS EXPECTED TO BE 1 TO 1,5 MILLION TONS POR 1981-82 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 11 Sep 80 pp 1, 12 


(Text) Bustanil Arifin, chief of the National Logistics Bureau, projected 
that rice imports for the fiscal year of 1981-82 would be between 

1 and 1.5 million tons, while domestic rice stock for the same period is 
estimated at the same amount, too. 


In his clarification before House Commission VII Thursday morning on 
the eve of deliberations on the draft national budget, Arifin envisioned 
two possibilities during the 1981-82 period. 


The first possibility is that the climate will be good and no pest 
scourge is anticipated, so production will not be hampered. The second 
is that the climate may be less advantageous (scorching, as forecast by 
Dr De Rozari of the Institute of Meteorology and Geophysics) and that 
there may be some pests. 


To face these two contingenci:s, Bustanil Arifin said, the domestic food 
stock is projected as follows: In the case of the first possibility, 
1.5 million tons of rice/paddy, 90,000 of corn, 40,000 tons of soybean, 
10,000 tons of peanuts, 15,000 tons of small green peas and 600,000 tons 
of granulated sugar. 


In the event of the second possibility, the projection requires the 
following food stock: 1 million tons of rice/paddy, 50,000 tons of corn, 
20,000 tons of soybean, 10,000 tons of peanuts, 7,500 tons of small green 
peas and 500,000 tons of granulated sugar. 


In relation to the domestic consumption estimate in 1981-82, we still 

need the following amounts of food for the first possibility: 1 million 
tons of rice, 30,000 tons of corn, 100,000 tons of soybean and 400,000 tons 
of granulated sugar. 





As to the second possibility, we project the following imports: 1.5 mil- 
lion tons of rice, 50,000 tons of corn, 130,000 tons of soybean and 
500,000 tons of granulated sugar. 
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Arifin continued to say that the imports executed by the National 
Logistics Bureau are atrictly to cover domestic needs, as estimates 
of domestic production are still ineufticient to cover the needs of 
tood distribution by the bureau, In recent years the government has 
been giving subsidies for rice imports, because it does not want the 
rice to be sold to the public at cost, 


Buetanil Arifin stressed that the government intends to maintain a 
maximum selling price (ceiling price), thus creating a differential 
between the buying price and the selling price, the difference of 
which is covered by the government subsidy, In other words, the 
subsidy is directed for the benefit of consumers in both urban and 
rural areas, because the government's policy of controlling the 
maximum price serves the interests of the entire population, 


Thus, food subsidy is not determined by the existence of food imports, 
but because of the difference between the buying price and the selling 
price which is fixed by the government, 


The chiet of the National Logistics Bureau calculated that if the rice 
selling price is to be maintained at 230 rupiahs per kilogram (on the 
basis of 120 rupiahs per kilogram for paddy and 195 rupiahs per kilogram 
for rice), the government will have to earmark a subsidy totaling 

61.05 billion rupiahs for the fiscal year of 1981-82. 


This amount of subsidy is based on the assumption that all rice supplies 
are derived from domestic production. If all rice supplies are derived 
from imports, the subsidy will amount to 57,73 billion. However, if 

1.5 million tons of rice are derived domestically and another 1.5 million 
tons from abroad, then the subsidy to be put up by the government will 
mount to 59.4 billion rupiahs. 


Regarding the domestic stock in 1980-81, Arifin explained that the 
original estimate of 558,000 tons was too low and that it is virtually 
certain the amount for this fiscal year will reach 1.5 million tons. 
Consequently, import requirements have been drastically reduced from the 
original plan of 2.5 million tons to 1.5 million tons. 


This 1.5 million tons of rice requirements, according to Arifin, have 
been contracted for, so no new contracts are called for in 1980-81 on 
the strength of the prognosis. 


Speaking about nationwide stock, he said it is easy for the National 
Logistics Bureau to determine its stock nationally, but not by region 
(depots and subdepots). 


For instance, during 1980-81, rice yield was very good and its buying 
level was quite stimulating, while the conditions to stock up rice were 
relatively lenient. All this resulted in an over-abundance of rice stock 
throughout the country, so that the National Logistics Bureau was com- 
pelled to mobilize warehouses, especially in production regions. 
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Realizing a possible shortage of warehousing capacity to store the 
national stock, the bureau and the Department of Finance plan to con- 
struct phase II warehousing with a l-million-ton capacity, bringing 
the total to 2 million tons, The implementation of this warehouse 
construction fully conforms to the provisions outlined in the 
Presidential Decision No 14A, 


Considering the shortage of storage capacity, the prospects of rice 
and second crop production and the strategy of defense and security, 
the regions where warehouse construction development demands top 
priority include Aceh, northern Sumatra, Riau (particularly Natuna), 
Jambi, southern Sumatra, the entire island of Java, western Kalimantan, 
eastern Kalimantan, northern Sulawesi, central Sulawesi, southern 
Sulawesi, Bali, West Lesser Sundas and East Lesser Sundas.

GROMYKO STATEMENT REFUTED--Both Minister Coordinator of Police and Security 
M. Panggabean and Foreign Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmadja have strongly 
refuted Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko's statement purporting that the 
United States has been spurring on ASEAN to become a military alliance. 
"That is downright reactive," declared Mochtar, "There is no such thing, 
not since the birth of ASEAN in 1967," stated Panggabean. However, 
Panggabean added, if the United States wants to drag the organization 
toward the direction of a military alliance, that is its own business, 
but for ASEAN, particularly Indonesia, that is taboo. Foreign Minister 
Mochtar explained that ASEAN will be friendly to whoever is friendly 
toward it--not only to the West.

A government official, who 
wished to remain anonymous, divulged the story to newamen as he arrived 
in Jakarta from Jayapura Thureday morning, saying that the perpetrators 
were six women. A Papuan flag--red, white and blue, with stripes and 
stara--was hoisted in the compound of the governor's residence, replac- 
ing the red-and-white flag of the indonesian Republic for several min- 
utes. According to the same source, the Indonesian flag was raised by 
guards of the Civil Defense Organization as usual at 6 am on 21 July

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INCREASED RESEARCH ON OIL SEED DEVELOPMENT URGED

THE recently concluded National training Programme and 
Workshop on oil-seed crops, was arranged to review research 
and development in the production of oilseed crops under 
irrigated and barani conditions, identify constraints and gaps 
in knowledge and to recommend research strategies needed 
to bridge the gap between production and consumption. 


How far these objectives have been achieved by this 
expert meeting, only time will tell, What is known is that the 
Pakistan) diet is seriously deficient in fat and being too bulky 
and of ‘low caloric density’ produces deficiencies in children. 
Even with the present extremely low levels of fat consump- 
tion, we have to import huge quantities of edible oil. 


The entire emphasis in food production in Pakistan has 
been focused so far on the carbohydrate part of the diet to the 
virtual exclusion and neglect of protein and fat requirements. 
Billions of rupees have been invested in the building of dams 


and canal system, reclamation of saline and waterlogged land, 


fertiliser imports, mechanisation of agriculture etc. with 
mainly one object in view: the achievement of food autarky. 
And, even today food autarky is nowhere in sight. 


The basic sources of dietary fats in Pakistan are animal fats, 
cotton-seed oi! and rapeseed oi!. Animal fats are still the single 
largest source, and contribute over 50 per cent of the dietary 
fat. The best way to obtein the required quantities of fat 
would have been to increase the productivity of miich animals 
which number 66 million according to 1976 estimates. Their 
existing production is about one fifth of their potential and 
even a modest increase in their productivity would wipe out 
the fat deficit. Failure to improve livestock productivity has 
driven the nation to the import of edible oi! as a source of 
dietary fat. The Jemand for edible oil has been increasing recen 
tly at an annual rate of 50,000 tons. The estimated total requ 
irements rose in 1976-77 to 525,000 tone. As the domestic 
production of edible oil is of the order of 227,000 tons, there 
is a resulting deficit of 298,000 tons, necessitating imports at a 
cost of Rs. 2,500 to 3,000 million in foreign exchange. 
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There are (wo major indigenous sources of edible oi! the 
cotton seed and the rape and mustard. The remaining sour 
ces, like sunflower, soybeans, castor etc. are only marginal, 
and twenty years of research and experimentation on produ: 
cing them on any appreciable scale have proved that it is only 
an) exercise in futility, Unfortunately very little attention is 
wing paid to cotton seed and rape seed for increasing their 
fat content and yield per acre, A reasonable productivity incre: 
ase here would have significantly ameliorated our problem, 


Research and development on new exotic importations on an 
experimental scale may continue, as it has continued for 
decades now, but work on the yield improvement of the indi- 
genous crops should go on with concerted vigour, With similar 
climatic and soil conditions, India is meeting as much as 80 per 
cent of her edible oil needs from groundnuts. But in Pakistan 
the development of groundnut crop has been only marginal. A 
so-called crash programme for raising groundnuts has been re- 
commended by the Workshop to be undertaken on only 200 
plots of one acre each in Rawalpindi district from the year

SHRIMP EXPORTS RISE--The total annual fish catch of Pakistan has reached over 

0.2 million tons. According to a study conducted by the PCSIR, Laboratories, we 
earn some 50 million US dollars from the export of frozen shrimp. The study 
revealed that because of poor quality of shrimp is ranked No. 3 in the foreign 
market and priced 20 to 30 percent less as compared to shrimp of same size and 
type from Indonesia, Malaysia and India. This results in loss of 10 to 15 million 
U.S. dollars per year in foreign exchange to the country. The study suggested 
that the quality of the fish should be improved to stabilize the market of fish 
products abroad and promote the foreign exchange earnings. The study also said 
that the shrimp frozen after 10 day ice storage were poorer in quality while shrimp 
kept in ice for 3 days gave a superior quality product on freezing. The study 
further said at present, fish industry thrives mainly on the export of shrimp, 
great potential, however, exists for the development of suitable fish product for 
export purposes.

BUTTER OIL SHORTAGE--Butter oil has vanished from the market and consumers are 
facing great difficulty. The commodity is provided to departmental, utility and 
cooperative stores by the Ghee Corporation of Pakistan, but it is available at 
none of these places. It was, however, available with some shopkeepers who were 
reportedly selling it to the chosen few at Rs. 85 to Rs. 90 whereas its fixed 
price was Rs. 75. It was also available with some shops in Akbari Mandi who were 
selling it secretly at exorbitant rates. A man incharge of a cooperative store 
told this correspondent that butter oil would be available in December as its arri- 
val from abroad had been delayed. A GCP official, on the other hand refused to 
give reasons for the shortage. He said he would not talk to the Press because he 
had not been authorized by the Chairman of the Corporation to do so. Reliable 
sources told The Muslim that a few tins were available in the GCP store but was only 
supplied on the presentation of a chit from the top brass. This is not for the first 
time that butter oil has disappeared. Similar shortages have occurred in the past 
and every time consumers have had to pay higher prices in the open market where it 
is not supplied by the GCP.

@ Presidential Decree No. 1728 
imposing capital punishment on 
terroristic acts which result in the 
death of victims and punishing by 
imprisonment any conspiracy to

PD 1728, which amends PD 9 
promulgated on Oct. 2, 1972, makes 
the death penalty “mandatory’’ on 
crimes against persons and property 
as defined by the Revised Penal Code 
with the use of deadly weapons, 
including hand grenades, 
rifle-grenades and other types of 
explosives that kill their victims. 

The Presklent underscored the 
necessity of the amendatory decree 
“to better serve its purpose and 
insure the complete success of the 
continuing efforts of the govern- 
ment aimed at solving the problems 


of subversion, rebellion, insurrection, lawlessness and public disorder, 
on the one hand, and the restoration of normalcy in the country, on the 
other. 


Before the amendment, PD 9 merely penalized the illegal possession of 
explosives with imprisonment, ranging from 10 to 15 years. If the 
explosives were used to kill a person, the penalty against the offender 
was reclusion temporal which is a lesser penalty than capital punishment. 
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Another important change introduced by PD 1728 reters to the provision 
penalizing the conspiracy and proposal to maliciously damage or destroy 
any building, vehicle or other personal real property by means of explo- 
sives, incendiary devices or any other similar means, 


In the case of conspiracy, the penalty prescribed is imprisonment of not 
more than six years and a tine of not more than P10,000, and in the case 
ot proposal, the penalty is imprisonment of not more than five years and 
a tine of not more than P5,000., 


In issuing PD 1/27, the President noted that the dissemination of false 
information or willful threats about the presence of bombs, explosives, 
incendiary devices, and other destructive instruments is calculated to 
cause public confusion and disorder. 


Under PD 1727, deliberate disseminating false information concerning bomb 
threats and similar activities is now punishable with imprisonment of 

not more than five years, or a fine of not more than P40,000 at the dis- 
cretion of the appropriate court. 


Among the incentives granted by PD 1731 intended to encourage witnesses 
to testify against criminal elements include security, housing facilities 
and even new identities. 


The minister of national defense is authorized to grant such security 
measures whenever in his judgment the willingness of the witness to 
testify would endanger his life or that of any member of his family or 
household, on the recommendation of the PC chief or any other law en- 
forcement agency. 


Such security measures will be extended to the witness for as long as 
the defense minister believes the danger exists. 


The same decree also provides a graduated scale of monetary rewards for 
willing witnesses as follows: 


P50,000 if the crime committed is punishable by life imprisonment to 
death; P40,000 if the crime is punishable by imprisonment of 12 years 
and one day to 20 years; P30,000 if the crime is punishable by imprison- 
ment of six years and one day to 12 years; and P25,000 if the crime is 
punishable by imprisonment below six years and one day. 


In addition, the witness may be immune from criminal prosecution for his 
participation or involvement in the criminal activity being investigated 
or prosecuted, on recommendation of the prosecutor, fiscal, or military 
laywer, and approved by the defense and justice ministers.

ARREST OF SRV AGENT CAUSES CAMP CLOSURE 
Nangkok TAWAN SIAM in Thai 19 Aug 80 pp l, 2 


Articles “Woman Escapes From Refugee Camp and Secretely 
Passes On the Locat ions of the Soldiers of the Three Branches 
of the Service" | 


_Text | A Vietnamese woman, the minor wife of an air force 
officer, fled from a refugee camp and engaged in espionage 
activities in Banqkok. The metropolitan police hunted for her 
for more than 6 months before arresting her. At the same tiie, 
they seized evidence showing that she had frequently gathered 
information about the movements and locations of Thai military 
forces and turned over this information to her superiors in 
Vietnam, The officials sent forces and arrested her at the 
clinic of her husband In Ubon Ratchathani, the camp was closed 
for an indefinite period, 


\t 1030 hours on 18 August, several metropolitan police 
officials arrested Mrs Rungnapha Siribunrat, a Vietnamese 
refugee who fled from the Nong Khai Vietnamese refugee center 
and the mistress of Group Captain Thayat Bamrungsuk, a member 
of the Senate and a doctor who had opened a clinic on Soi 
Senanikhom 1, Phahonyothin Road, Bang Khen District. 


Concerning this, before the metropolitan police force, 
composed of Police First Lieutenant Udom Wongsamai, Sergeant 
Major Bunlu and four other officers, arrested Mrs Rungnapha 
Siribunrat, they had conducted an investigation and learned 
that Mrs Rungnapha was a Vietnamese refugee who had been 
confined to the Vietnamese refugee center in Nong Khai 
Province. Later, Mrs Rungnapha escaped from the detainment 
center and fled to Bangkok where she hid. She followed the 
movements of military officials in the three branches of 
service. She constantly reported such information to her 
superiors in Vietnam. She also sent what money she could to 
help support the Vietnamese troops. 
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Concerning the search for Mrs Runqnapha by the metropolitan 
police, it turns out that it took them 7 months to discover 
that she had been hiding with a female friend and that she 

had subsequently become the minor wife of Group Captain 

Thayat Bamrunqsuk, who let her come and look after his clinic. 


in arresting Mrs Runqgnapha and her friend, the police seized 

as evidence a fake duplicate of her house registration and a 

fake identification card. They took her and her friend to the 
foreiqn refuaee detention office on Soi Kasemsan 3, opposite 

the National Stadium, for further investigation. 


furthermore, while the police were in the process of arresting 
Mrs Rungphana Siribunrat and her friend, Group Captain Thayat 
Bbamrunqsuk, her husband, arrived at his clinic. When he saw 
the reporters and photographers, he appealed to them not to 
publish the story, saying that this was just a minor matter 
and not a major news story. 


The TAWAN SIAM newspaper reporter stationed in Ubon Ratcha- 
thani Province reported that on the afternoon of 18 August, 
Mr Bunchuai Sisarakham, the governor of Ubon Ratchathani 
Province, ordered Mr Wira Wisutthiphong, the superintendent 
of theLao refugee center, which is located in Charamae 
Commune at Kilometer 8, Chayangkun Road, Muang District, 
Ubon Ratchathani Province, to close the Lao refugee center 
24 hours a day for an unsrecifified period of time. 


‘rom investigations, the officials learned that spies were 
active inside the refugee center, which holds Laotians, 
Vietnamese and Chinese. Thus, officials in all military and 
police sectors were ordered to prepare to handle this 
Situation and, along with this, the refugee center was closed 
and contact with people outside was resolutely prohibited. 
Inside thecenter live approximately 20,000 people and there 
are 4,000 houses for them to live in. 


Concerning the problem of consumer goods, the situation was 
eased by allowing merchants to come and sell qoods in front 
of the center. 


The officials have increased the number of people out making 
careful searches and have set up forces at all points in 
order to prevent the events mentioned above from occurrina.

THANOM DENIES SUPPORT OF ANY PARTY, POLITICIAN

|Articles “Thanom Celebrates His Birthday and Complains 
That He Is Very Poor" | 


_Text | Field Marshal Thanom Kittikhachon, the former prime 
minister, stated that, at present, he is very poor. He donated 
the entire 100,000 baht that he inherited from his father to 
help the soldiers. 


Yesterday was the 69th birthday of Field Marshal Thanom 
Kittikhachon, the former prime minister. His health is still 
good but it seems that Field Marshal Thanom has complained 
to reporters about financial matters, saying that when his 
father, Lord Sophit, passed away, he left him an inheritance 
of only 100,000 baht. None of this money is left because he 
used it to help the soldiers. Now, he himself is poor and 
without money. 


Field Marshal Thanom further stated that, now, whenever he 
meets a military officer or someone else, he calls on all of 
them to show solidarity for the continued security of the 
country. 


The former prime minister in the brown safari suit spoke about 
the extension of the term of office of the commander in chief 
of the army. He said that this was probably not the idea of 
General Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister and commander in 
chief of the army, and that General Prem has not said anythina 
about this because “you reporters would go and ask him about 
other matters, creating difficulties," stated Field Marshal 
Thanom, 


The former prime minister pointed out that the army has 
various regulations and customs that have been stipulated. A 
person becomes commander in chief of the army because of his 











KnOWledge and talents. The new law that has been promulgated 
does not allow an extension of the term of office of 
government officials. Therefore, he is sure that the Defense 
Council will not try to violate this law. The law does make it 
possible to extend the term of office, but only for the privy 
councillor, the chief aide-de-camp to the King and the deputy 
aide-de-camp to the king. 


Filed Marshal Thanom spoke about the matter of an MP conduct- 
ing a public opinion survey in order to extend the term of 
office of General Prem as commander in chief of the army. He 
said that he does not believe that this can be used to make a 
decision because all factions desire that things be done in 
accord with the law. 


Concerning the present economic situation, Field Marshal 
Thanom said that, in his view, the present economic situation 
is not very good, Prices of goods have increased greatly. "I 
am worried about two things: the economic problems and the 
stability of the country, both inside and outside the country. 
Nothing will happen this October if all faction understand and 
love each other. If everyone thinks about country, religion 
and King, nothing will happen. 


As for the idea of his establishing a political party, Field 
Marshal Thanom Stated that he will not form a political party, 
that he will not join with anyone else in forming a party and 
that he will not support anyone. I am tired of politics. I 

was involved in politics for 20 years and you can see what I 


received in return. I am very old now and can serve better by 
giving advice.

| Text | Much has been written, and from various points of view, 
about the events of 14 October 1973, events that led to qreat 
changes. But one thing that has not been discussed is the 
viewpoint of those that lost power at that time. 


Now, much time has passed and the charged atmosphere of 
14 October has changed. Developments have proceeded from a 
democracy to a return to military and civilian dictatorships. 


fast 11 August was the 69th birthday of a once well-known 
person in Thailand, Field Marshal Thanom Kittikhachon, the 
former prime minister who was forced to resign his position 
because of the rebellion staged by students. A gift given to 
the quests who came to pay their respects to Field Marshal 
Thanom was a Small, blue book, 48 pages in lenath, containing 
the memories of Field Marshal Thanom's children. The book 
talked about the "memories" or “periods of crisis during work" 
of Field Marshal Thanom and included were the events of 

14 October 1980, 


This book's point of view is rather different and should, in 
fact, be very valuable for readers as a comparison in order to 
find out all the facts about these events. The intention of the 
newspaper SIAM RAT is not, therefore, to support or oppose the 
point of view of any side. 

The title of one of the sections of these memoirs is: 

The Rebellion That Was Not Suppressed 


On ll October 1973, an order was sent from the commander in 
chief of the army to the commanders of the military units in 
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Bangkok stating that Field Marshal Praphat Charusathien, the 
head of the rebellion suppression operations, had issued 
instructions about what actions the military and police should 
take, In the case in which they received orders to take action 
outside their camp in order to quiet the rebellion, they were 
forbidden to use their weapons unless they received orders to 
do so, unless they were attacked and many soldiers were killed 
or unless the rebels took action using bombs. The aim was to 
disperse the forces of the opposition, not let them unite 
sOlidly, allow them to flee and arrest only the people carry- 
ing weapons or the people trying to harm the authorities. 


This order not to use weapons to suppress the rebels was an 
order given by my father to the head of the rebellion 
suppression operations, who in turn gave the order to his 
subordinate (General Krit Sivala) to implement. Concerning 
these events, even though my father appointed Field Marshal 
Praphat Charusathien to be the head of the rebellion 
suppression operations, he himself stayed at command head- 
quarters the full time. When he saw that the rebellion had not 
quieted down, on 13 October, my father ordered the release of 
all 13 of the suspected instigators of the unrest and 
arranged for representatives and witnesses from both sides to 
meet and reach an agreement. When the order to release the 
suspects was announced, the group that had instigated the 
unrest began to break up but things did not quiet down, 


One of the nurses who was aiding those in distress, most of 
whom had fainted out of hunger and because of the heat, at 
Thammasat University told me that, once, when the ambulance 
she was working in was about to leave Thammasat University, a 
male student ran up and asked to be allowed to qo too. He had 
to lay down so that no one would see him. This student told 
the nurse that he wanted to return home but that the could not 
Boayve the university because there were people who would not 
allow those inside to leave. If people [wanted to] leave, they 
were cursed and physically abused. This student thus asked to 
escape in the ambulance. Besides this, this student also said 
that, in fact, after it was announced that the 13 suspects had 
been released, most of the students wanted to disperse and 
return home. However, some-people came and distributed laraqe 
sums of money and told the students that they should not 
disband but that they should continue to protest in an attempt 
to force Field Marshal Praphat Charasathien and Colonel Naronag 
Kittikhachon to leave the country. The nurse asked this student 
about Field Marshal Thanom, The student replied that Field

Ubon Ratchathani Province, to close the center for an 
unspecified period of time. People are prohibited from enter- 
ina or leaving the center 24 hours a day. 


As for why the refugee center was ordered closed, the province 
received worrisome reports that spies would soon infiltrate 
the center and Ubon Ratchathani Province. In order to prevent 
any trouble from arising, Mr Bunchuai Sisarakham, the 
provincial governor, ordered the center closed. for this 
reason, the more than 20,000 Lao and Vietnamese refugees in 
the center have become upset because they cannot leave the 
center to purchase food as before.

News reports from Aranyaprathet have stated that there are 
presently no worrisome problems along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border except for the problem of the border black market, 
which is as active as ever since the military defense measures 
have not been very effective. Such measures have not been 
effective because the military solutions have not been on 
target. One high-ranking military officer stated that this was 
because the military is more concerned with security than it 
is with the farmers in the area. When these people can not 
engage in agriculture, they have no other work to do and, 
therefore, they have to engage in border trading.

LIMITS SET ON FOREIGN OWNERSHIP IN MINING CONCESSTONS 
vanqkok DAO SIAM in Thai 15 Aug 80 pp 3, 14 
(Article: "Thais Must Have 70 Percent Ownership" | 


[Text | The Department of Mineral Resources has stated that the 
government has a policy of supporting private Thai citizens so 
they can play a greater role in the sea tin mining operations. 
At their last meeting on 10 June 1980, the cabinet issued a 
resolution concerning its policy of authorizing sea mining 
concessions. It also stipulated ownership proportions for Thais 
and foreigners in two cases. In the first case, foreign 
companies that have engaged in mining operations here for 25 
years and that want to be given a new concession to the same 
area must establish a new company in which Thais hold at least 
70 percent of all shares. As for the second case, foreign 
companies that request concessions in areas that they have 
never been allowed to conduct operations in must be companies 
in which Thais hold at least 51 percent of the shares. After 

5 years, counting from when mining operations are begun, shares 
must be distributed so that Thais have at least 70 percent 
ownership. 


Foreign mining companies that have registered asThai companies 
and that made binding contracts with the government to engage 
in sea mining operations prior to this can continue using the 
60-40 proportion, 


These new regulations will be implemented for sea minina 
operations in areas where the water is less than 200 feet deep. 
In areas where the water is more than 200 feet deep, foreiaqn 
companies Will be allowed to carry on operations as before, 
with the only change being that the Sea Mining Organization 
must be allowed to invest in this too and shares must be sold 
to Thai citizens. Sixty percent of the shares must be owned 
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lnai eitivens within 10 years from the time operations 
commence, This is secause deep-sea Mining Operations still 
require high-level technology and large investments,

in developing these mineral resources, the government han 
implemented an important policy of providing support so that 
private Thai citizens own a rather large | percentage | of the 
shares in theforeign companies that are carrying on mining 
operations in Thailand. This policy is being implemented in 
stages. The government is determined to have as much of the 
profits a8 powsible stay in the country. But this must not be 
allowed to affect foreign investments, which are still vital 
to Thailand, 


furthermore, Thailand's neighbor, Malaysia, which iu presently 
producing more tin than any other country in the world, has 
also implemented a policy of allowing foreign companies to 
own only 30 percent of the shares in the mining companies.

A news report from the Police Department has 
stated that, in fiscal year 1981, the Police Department will 
be able to increase its strength at the police private level 
by a total of 5,220 policemen from the eight police schools, 
which is only 35 percent of the total force requested. The 
report also stated that based on the conference held to set 
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new figures for police precincts, the various sections of the 
Police Department held a conference on 14 August. At the 
conference, things were considered based on the situation in 
their areas of responsibility. The matter was settled as 
follows: The Commissioner's Office of the Metropolitan Police 
was allocated 540 people, the Commissioner's Office of the 
Provincial 1 was allocated 1,218 people, the Commissioner's 
Office of the Provincial 2 was allocated 1,550 people, the 
Commissioner's Office of the Provincial 3 was allocated 983 
people and the Commissioner's Office of the Provincial 4 was
